Hospital  Time  is  a  memoir 
about  friendship,  family,  and 
caregiving  in  the  age  of  AIDS. 
Amy  Hoffman,  a  writer,  lesbian 
activist,  and  former  editor  of 
Gay  Community  News,  chroni¬ 
cles  with  fury  and  unflinching 
honesty  her  experience  serving 
as  primary  caretaker  for  her 
friend  and  colleague,  Mike 
Riegle,  who  died  from  AIDS- 
related  complications  in  1992. 
Hoffman  neither  idealizes  nor 
deifies  Riegle,  whom  she  por¬ 
trays  as  a  brilliant  man,  devoted 
prison  rights  activist,  and  a  very 
difficult  friend.

studies  and  in  its  relationship  to 
the  new  left  and  feminist  move¬ 
ments.  From  the  contributions 
of  Eric  Hobsbawm,  Christopher 
Hill,  Sheila  Rowbotham,  Rodney 
Hilton,  Catherine  Hall,  and  E.  P. 
Thompson  to  those  of  Perry 
Anderson,  Barbara  Taylor, 
Raymond  Williams,  Stuart  Hall, 


and  Dick  Hebdidge,  Dworkin 
examines  the  debates  over  issues 
of  culture  and  society,  structure 
and  agency,  experience  and 
ideology,  and  theory  and  prac¬ 
tice.  The  rise,  demise,  and  re¬ 
organization  of  journals  such  as 
The  Reasoner,  The  New  Reasoner, 
Universities  and  Left  Review,  New 
Left  Review,  Past  and  Present  are 
also  part  of  the  history  told  in 
this  volume.  In  every  instance, 
the  focus  of  Dworkin’s  attention 
is  the  intellectual  work  seen  in 
its  political  context. 

Capturing  the  excitement  and 
commitment  that  more  than  one 
generation  of  historians,  literary 
critics,  art  historians,  philoso¬ 
phers,  and  cultural  theorists 
have  felt  about  an  unorthodox 
and  critical  tradition  of  Marxist 
theory,  Cultural  Marxism  in 
Postwar  Britain  will  appeal  to 
students  and  scholars  of  cultural 
studies  as  well  as  those  interested 
in  the  broader  terrain  of  Marxist 
theory  and  contemporary  critical 
theory.

Since  the  collapse  of  commu¬ 
nism  in  Eastern  Europe,  the 
validity  of  Marxism  and  Marxist 
theory  has  undergone  intense 
scrutiny  both  within  and  outside 
the  academy.  In  Lukacs  After 
Communism,  Eva  L.  Corredor 
conducts  ten  lively  and  engaging 
interviews  with  a  diverse  group 
of  international  scholars  to 
address  the  continued  relevance 
of  Gyorgy  Lukacs’s  theories  to  the 
postcommunist  era.  Corredor 
challenges  these  theoreticians, 
each  of  whom  have  been 
influenced  by  the  man  once 
considered  the  foremost  theo¬ 
retician  of  Marxist  aesthetics, 
to  reconsider  the  Lukacsean 
legacy  and  to  speculate  on 
Marxist  theory’s  prospects  for 
the  coming  decades.

Sterner,  Susan  Suleiman,  and 


Cornel  West — discuss  a  broad 
array  of  literary  and  political 
topics  and  present  provocative 
views  on  gender,  race,  and 
economic  relations.  Corredor’s 
introduction  provides  a  biograph¬ 
ical  synopsis  of  Lukacs  and 
discusses  a  number  of  his  most 
important  theoretical  concepts. 

The  interviews  yield  insights 
into  Lukacs  as  a  philosopher  and 
theorist,  while  offering  anecdotes 
that  capture  him  in  his  role  as 
a  teacher  and  mentor.  This  col¬ 
lection  of  theoretical  reflections 
illuminates  the  ongoing  vitality 
of  Lukacs’s  work  and  offers  a 
fascinating  critical  reappropria¬ 
tion.  Lukdcs  After  Communism 
will  particularly  interest  students 
and  scholars  of  Marxism  and 
critical  theory.

Post-Fascist  Fantasies  examines 
the  cultural  function  of  the 
novels  of  communist  authors 
in  East  Germany  front  a  psycho¬ 
analytic  angle.  Other  critics  of 
this  genre  have  argued  that  these 
socialist  realist  fictions  were 
monolithic  attempts  to  translate 
communist  dogma  into  the 
realm  of  aesthetics.  Julia  Hell 
argues  to  the  contrary  that  they 
were  in  fact  complex  fictions, 
sharing  the  theme  of  opposition 
to  fascism,  which  made  antifas¬ 
cism  the  founding  discourse 
of  the  German  Democratic 
Republic.  Employing  an 
approach  informed  both  by 
Slavoj  Zizek’s  work  on  the 
communist’s  sublime  body  and 
by  British  psychoanalytic  femi¬ 
nism’s  concern  with  feminine 
subjectivity,  Hell  concentrates 
on  works  written  by  exiled 
authors  and  authors  tied  to 
the  resistance  movement  in  the 
first  part  of  the  book.  In  part 
two,  she  strives  in  particular  to 
understand  the  ways  in  which 
the  writing  of  Christa  Wolf,  the 
GDR’s  most  prominent  author, 
is  engaged  in  this  reconstruction 
of  symbolic  power. 


By  focusing  on  the  unconscious 
fantasies  about  post-fascist  body 
and  post-fascist  voice  that  suf¬ 
fuse  Wolf  s  (and  others’)  texts, 
Hell  radically  reconceptualizes 
the  author’s  notion  of  subjective 
authenticity.  Since  this  notion 
occupies  a  key  position  in  previ¬ 
ous  literary-historical  accounts 
of  GDR  culture.  Hell’s  psycho¬ 
analytic  approach  problematizes 
the  established  literary  model 
of  an  “authentic  feminine  voice” 
that  gradually  liberates  itself 
from  that  country’s  dominant 
ideological  narrative.  Far  from 
operating  solely  on  a  political 
level,  claims  Hell,  the  novels 
of  Wolf  and  others  were  intricate 
family  sagas  portraying  a 
psychology  that  represented 
the  complex  social  dynamics  fit 
the  GDR.  She  shows  how  the 
psychodynamics  of  GDR  litera¬ 
ture  steadily  evolved  through 
its  representations  of  the  family, 
describing  a  paternal  narrative 
organized  around  the  figure  of 
the  communist  father  as  anti¬ 
fascist  hero. 

Post-Fascist  Fantasies  will  interest 
literary  critics  and  historians  of 
German  literature  and  will  be 
widely  read  by  politically  minded 
scholars  in  other  literatures.  It 
will  also  be  a  valuable  text  for 
students  and  scholars  in  feminist 
and  gender  studies.

Socialist  Realism  without 
Shores  offers  an  international 
perspective  on  the  aesthetics 
of  socialist  realism — an  aesthetic 
that,  contrary  to  expectations, 
survived  the  death  of  its  origina¬ 
tors  and  the  demise  of  its 
original  domain.  This  expanded 
edition  of  a  special  issue  of  the 
South  Atlantic  Quarterly  brings 
together  scholars  from  various 
parts  of  the  globe  to  discuss 
socialist  realism  as  it  appears 
across  genres  in  art,  architecture, 
film,  and  literature  and  across 
geographic  divides — from 
the  “center,”  Russia,  to  various

Dance,  whether  considered  as 
an  art  form  or  embodied  social 
practice,  as  product  or  process, 
is  a  prime  subject  for  cultural 
analysis.  Yet  only  recently  have 
studies  of  dance  become  con¬ 
cerned  with  the  ideological, 
theoretical,  and  social  meanings 
of  dance  practices,  performances, 
and  institutions.  In  Meaning  in 
Motion ,  Jane  C.  Desmond  brings 
together  the  work  of  critics  who 
have  ventured  into  the  bound¬ 
aries  between  dance  and  cultural 
studies,  and  thus  maps  a  little 
known  and  rarely  explored 
critical  site. 

Writing  from  a  broad  range 
of  perspectives,  contributors 
from  disciplines  as  varied  as  art 
history  and  anthropology,  dance 
history  and  political  science, 
philosophy  and  women’s  studies, 
chart  the  questions  and  challenges 
that  mark  this  site.

Meaning  in  Motion  broadens 
the  scope  of  dance  analysis  and 
extends  to  cultural  studies  new 
ways  of  approaching  matters 
of  embodiment,  identity,  and 


representation.  Giving  definition 
to  a  new  field  of  study,  it  will 
interest  students  and  scholars  of 
dance,  art,  and  theater  history,  as 
well  as  readers  in  cultural,  per¬ 
formance,  and  women’s  studies.

Anthropology  has  traditionally 
relied  on  a  spatially  localized 
society  or  culture  as  its  object 
of  study.  The  essays  in  Culture, 
Power,  Place  demonstrate  how  in 
recent  years  this  anthropological 
convention  and  its  attendant 
assumptions  about  identity  and 
cultural  difference  have  under¬ 
gone  a  series  of  important 
challenges.  In  light  of  increasing 
mass  migration  and  the  trans¬ 
national  cultural  flows  of  a  late 
capitalist,  postcolonial  world, 
the  contributors  to  this  volume 
examine  shifts  in  anthropologi¬ 
cal  thought  regarding  issues 
of  identity,  place,  power,  and 
resistance. 

This  collection  of  both  new 
and  well-known  essays  begins 
by  critically  exploring  the  con¬ 
cepts  of  locality  and  community; 
first,  as  they  have  had  an  impact 
on  contemporary  global  under¬ 
standings  of  displacement  and 
mobility,  and,  second,  as  they 
have  had  a  part  in  defining 
identity  and  subjectivity  itself. 
With  sites  of  discussion  ranging 
from  a  democratic  Spain  to 
a  Puerto  Rican  barrio  in  North 
Philadelphia,  from  Burundian 
Hutu  refugees  in  Tanzania 
to  Asian  landscapes  in  rural 
California,  from  the  silk  factories 
of  Hangzhou  to  the  long-sought- 
after  home  of  the  Palestinians, 
these  essays  examine  the  inter¬ 
play  between  changing  schemes 
of  categorization  and  the  dis¬ 
courses  of  difference  on  which 
these  concepts  are  based.  The 
effect  of  the  placeless  mass 
media  on  our  understanding 


of  place — and  the  forces  that 
make  certain  identities  viable 
in  the  world  and  others  not — 
are  also  discussed,  as  are  the 
intertwining  of  place-making, 
identity,  and  resistance  as  they 
interact  with  the  meaning 
and  consumption  of  signs. 

Contesting  the  classical  idea  of 
culture  as  the  shared,  the  agreed 
upon,  and  the  orderly,  the  con¬ 
tributors  consider  the  complex 
and  sometimes  ironic  political 
processes  through  which  cultural 
forms  are  imposed,  invented, 
reworked,  and  transformed. 

An  important  intervention  in 
the  discipline  of  anthropology, 
Culture,  Power,  Place  will  be  read 
by  students  and  scholars  in  the 
fields  of  anthropology,  history, 
postcolonial  and  cultural  studies, 
geography,  sociology,  and  history.

Disappearing  Acts: 
Spectacles  of  Gender 
and  Nationalism  in 
Argentina’s  “Dirty  War” 

Diana  Taylor 

In  Disappearing  Acts,  Diana 
Taylor  looks  at  how  national 
identity  is  shaped,  gendered, 
and  contested  through  spectacle 
and  spectatorship.  The  specific 
identity  in  question  is  that  of 
Argentina,  and  Taylor’s  focus  is 
directed  toward  the  years  1976 
to  1983  in  which  the  Argentine 
armed  forces  were  pitted 
against  the  Argentine  people 
in  that  nation’s  “Dirty  War.” 
Combining  feminism,  cultural 
studies,  and  performance  theory, 
Taylor  analyzes  the  political 
spectacles  that  comprised  the 
war — concentration  camps, 
torture,  “disappearances” — 
as  well  as  the  rise  of  theatrical 
productions,  demonstrations, 
and  other  performative  practices 
that  attempted  to  resist  and 
subvert  the  Argentine  military. 

Taylor  uses  performance 
theory  to  explore  how  public 
spectacle  both  builds  and 
dismantles  a  sense  of  national 
and  gender  identity.  Here, 
nation  is  understood  as  a  prod¬ 
uct  of  communal  “imaginings” 
that  are  rehearsed,  written,  and 
staged — and  spectacle  is  the 
desiring  machine  at  work  in 
those  imaginings.  Taylor  argues 
that  the  founding  scenario  of 
Argentineness  stages  the  struggle 
for  national  identity  as  a  battle 


between  men — fought  on,  over, 
and  through  the  feminine  body 
of  the  Motherland.  She  shows 
how  the  military’s  representa¬ 
tions  of  itself  as  the  model  of 
national  authenticity  established 
the  parameters  of  the  conflict 
in  the  70s  and  80s,  feminized 
the  enemy,  and  positioned  the 
public — limiting  its  ability  to 
respond.  Those  who  challenged 
the  dictatorship,  from  the 
Mothers  of  the  Plaza  de  Mayo 
to  progressive  theater  practition¬ 
ers,  found  themselves  in  what 
Taylor  describes  as  “bad  scripts.” 

This  telling  analysis  of  the 
aesthetics  of  violence  and  the 
disappearance  of  civil  society 
during  Argentina’s  spectacle  of 
terror  will  interest  students  and 
scholars — including  sociologists, 
anthropologists,  political  scien¬ 
tists,  psychologists,  and  feminist, 
postcolonial,  and  literary 
critics — concerned  with  issues 
of  power  and  the  interrelations 
of  gender  and  nationhood.

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Guy  Hocquenghem: 
Beyond  Gay  Identity

Although  Homosexual  Desire, 
first  published  in  French  in  1972 
and  in  English  in  1978  (repub¬ 
lished  by  Duke  University  Press 
in  1993),  has  become  a  classic  in 
gay  male  theory,  no  full-length 
study  of  its  author,  Guy 
Hocquenghem,  has  been  avail¬ 
able  in  English  until  now.  From 
the  rise  of  the  international 
gay  liberation  movement  of  the 
late  1960s  to  Hocquenghem’s 
AIDS-related  death  in  1988,  Bill 
Marshall  discusses  the  arguments 
and  impact  of  Hocquenghem’s 
theoretical  and  political  work 
while  situating  this  work  in  its 
biographical,  historical,  and 
intellectual  contexts. 

Marshall  explores  all  aspects 
of  Hocquenghem’s  writing — 
journalistic,  theoretical,  and 
fictional — much  of  this  work 
still  untranslated.  His  considera¬ 
tion  reaches  beyond  the  after¬ 
math  of  the  events  of  May  1968 
and  points  toward  the  ways 
in  which  Hocquenghem’s  work 
might  invigorate  contemporary 
debates  on  a  range  of  issues 
in  Marxist  and  queer  theory

and  in  gay,  lesbian,  and  cultural 
studies.  These  include  the 
construction  of  homosexuality 
in  social  discourse,  the  status 
of  “identity  politics,”  and  the 
role  of  the  state  and  civil  society 
in  the  determination  of  each. 
Demonstrating  Hocquenghem’s 
importance  within  the  frame¬ 
work  of  French  leftist  thought, 
Marshall  links  him  to  his  con¬ 
temporaries  Foucault,  Deleuze, 
and  Guattari.  Tracing  his  con¬ 
nections  to  the  intellectual 
traditions  of  Benjamin,  Diderot, 
Fourier,  Lucretius,  and 
Gnosticism,  he  also  illustrates 
Hocquenghem’s  place  within  the 
European  intellectual  tradition. 

Guy  Hocquenghem  brings  an 
important,  challenging,  and 
overly  neglected  French  theorist 
back  to  the  main  stage.  Readers 
in  queer  theory,  gay  and  lesbian 
studies,  critical  and  cultural 
theory,  and  French  intellectual 
history  will  welcome  its 
publication. 

“I  admire  Bill  Marshall’s  mastery 
of  the  complex  politics  of  the 
early  gay  liberation  movement  in 
France.

Charles 
Bernheimer  discusses  how  these 
representations  of  the  sexually 
available  woman  express  male 
ambivalence  about  desire, 
money,  class,  and  the  body. 
Interweaving  close  textual  analy¬ 
sis  with  historical  anecdote  and 
theoretical  speculation, 
Bernheimer  demonstrates  how

In  Listening  Subjects,  David 
Schwarz  uses  psychoanalytic 
techniques  to  probe  the  visceral 
experiences  of  music  listeners. 
Using  classical,  popular,  and 
avant-garde  music  as  texts, 
Schwarz  addresses  intriguing 
questions:  why  do  bodies 
develop  goose  bumps  when 
listening  to  music  and  why 
does  music  sound  so  good  when 
heard  “all  around?”  By  concen¬ 
trating  on  music  as  cultural 
artifact,  Listening  Subjects  shows 
how  the  historical  conditions 
under  which  music  is  created 
affect  the  listening  experience. 

Schwarz  applies  the  ideas  of 
post-Lacanian  psychoanalytic 
theorists  Slavoj  Zizek,  Julia 
Kristeva,  and  Kaja  Silverman 
to  an  analysis  of  diverse  works. 

In  a  discussion  of  John  Adams’s 
opera  Nixon  in  China,  he  pre¬ 
sents  music  listening  as  a  fantasy 
of  being  enclosed  in  a  second 
skin  of  enveloping  sound.  He 
looks  at  the  song  cycles  of  Franz 
Schubert  as  an  examination  and 
expression  of  epistemological 
doubts  at  the  advent  of  modern¬ 
ism,  traverses  fantasy  “space” 
in  his  exploration  of  the  white 
noise  at  the  end  of  the  Beatles’ 

“I  Want  You  (She’s  So  Heavy).” 
Schwarz  also  considers  the 
psychosexual  undercurrent  in 
Peter  Gabriel’s  “Intruder”  and 
the  textual  and  ideological 
structures  of  German  Oi  Musik. 
Concluding  with  a  reading  of 
two  compositions  by  Diamanda 
Galas,  he  reveals  how  some  per¬ 
formances  can  simultaneously 
produce  terror  and  awe,  abjec¬ 
tion  and  rage,  pleasure  and 
displeasure. 

This  multilayered  study  tran¬ 
scends  other  interventions  in  the 
field  of  musicology,  particularly 
in  its  groundbreaking  applica¬ 
tion  of  literary  theory  to  popular 


and  classical  music.  Schwarz’s 
theory  oflistening  blends  music 
history  and  theory,  psychoanaly¬ 
sis,  cultural  contexts,  technology, 
and  the  body- — all  concepts  that 
inform  the  kinetic  representa¬ 
tion  of  sounds  called  “music.”

Race  and  the  Subject 
of  Masculinities 

Harry  Stecopoulos  and

Although  in  recent  years 
scholars  have  explored  the 
cultural  construction  of 
masculinity,  the  ways  in  which 
masculinity  intersects  with 
other  categories  of  identity, 
particularly  those  of  race  and 
ethnicity,  have  largely  been 
ignored.  The  essays  in  Race 
and  the  Subject  of  Masculinities 
address  this  concern  and  focus 
on  the  social  construction  of 
masculinity — black,  white, 
ethnic,  gay,  and  straight — in 
terms  of  the  often  complex  and 
dynamic  relationships  among 
these  inseparable  categories. 

Discussing  a  wide  range  of 
subjects  from  the  inherent 
homoeroticism  of  martial-arts 
cinema  to  the  relationship 
between  working-class  ideologies 
and  Elvis  impersonators,  from 
the  emergence  of  a  gay  black 
masculine  aesthetic  in  the  works 
of  James  Van  der  Zee  and  Robert 
Mapplethorpe  to  the  comedy 
of  Richard  Pryor,  Race  and  the 
Subject  of  Masculinities  provides 
a  range  of  opportunities  for 
thinking  about  how  race, 
sexuality,  and  “manhood”  are 
reinforced  and  reconstituted 


in  today’s  society.  Editors  Harry 
Stecopoulos  and  Michael  Uebel 
have  gathered  essays  that  make 
clear  how  the  formation  of 
masculine  identity  is  never  as 
obvious  as  it  might  seem  to  be. 
Examining  personas  as  varied 
as  Eddie  Murphy,  Bruce  Lee, 
Tarzan,  Malcom  X,  and  Andre 
Gide,  these  essays  draw  on  femi¬ 
nist  critique  and  queer  theory 
to  demonstrate  how  cross¬ 
identification  through  perfor¬ 
mance  and  spectatorship  among 
men  of  different  races  and 
ultural  backgrounds  has  served 
to  redefine  masculinity  in  con¬ 
temporary  culture. 

The  contributors  to  Race  and 
the  Subject  of  Masculinity  offer 
an  important  challenge  to  the 
new  studies  of  masculinity  by 
taking  seriously  the  role  of  race 
in  the  making  of  men.  Readers 
interested  in  issues  of  race, 
gender,  sexuality,  and  popular 
culture  studies  will  find  this 
collection  provocative  and 
entertaining.

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Homosexuality  in 
Cold  War  America: 
Resistance  and  the 
Crisis  of  Masculinity 
Robert  J.  Corber 

Challenging  widely  held 
assumptions  about  postwar 
gay  male  culture  and  politics, 
Homosexuality  in  Cold  War 
America  examines  how  gay  men 
in  the  1950s  resisted  pressures  to 
remain  in  the  closet.  Robert  J. 
Corber  argues  that  a  form  of 
gay  male  identity  emerged  in  the 
1950s  that  simultaneously  drew 
on  and  transcended  left-wing 
opposition  to  the  Cold  War 
cultural  and  political  consensus. 
Combining  readings  of  novels, 
plays,  and  films  of  the  period 
with  historical  research  into 
the  national  security  state,  the 
growth  of  the  suburbs,  and 
postwar  consumer  culture, 
Corber  examines  how  gay  men 
resisted  the  “organization  man” 
model  of  masculinity  that  rose 
to  dominance  in  the  wake  of 
the  Second  World  War. 

By  exploring  the  representation 
of  gay  men  in  film  noir,  Corber 
suggests  that  even  as  this 
Hollywood  genre  reinforced 


homophobic  stereotypes,  it 
legitimized  the  gay  male  “gaze.” 
He  emphasizes  how  film  noir’s 
introduction  of  homosexual 
characters  countered  the 
national  “project”  to  render 
gay  men  invisible,  and  marked  a 
deep  subversion  of  the  Cold  War 
mentality.  Corber  then  considers 
the  work  of  gay  male  writers 
Tennessee  Williams,  Gore  Vidal, 
and  James  Baldwin,  demonstrat¬ 
ing  how  these  authors  declined 
to  represent  homosexuality  as 
a  discrete  subculture  and  instead 
promoted  a  model  of  political 
solidarity  rooted  in  the  shared 
experience  of  oppression. 

Homosexuality  in  Cold  War 
America  reveals  that  the  ideolog¬ 
ical  critique  of  the  dominant 
culture  made  by  gay  male 
authors  of  the  1950s  laid  the 
foundation  for  the  gay  liberation 
movement  of  the  following 
decade.  It  will  be  of  interest  to 
a  wide  range  of  readers,  includ¬ 
ing  students  and  scholars  in 
the  fields  of  American  literature, 
film,  and  gay  studies.

From  the  1820s  to  the  1870s, 
Lydia  Maria  Child  was  as

Indian  Nation  documents 
the  contributions  of  Native 
Americans  to  the  notion  of 
American  nationhood  and  to 
concepts  of  American  identity  at 
a  crucial,  defining  time  in  U.S.

American  participation  in  the 
forming  of  an  American  nation¬ 
alism  in  both  published  texts 
and  in  speeches  that  were  deliv¬ 
ered  throughout  the  United 
States.  Pottawattamie  Chief 
Simon  Pokagon’s  “The  Red 
Man’s  Rebuke,”  an  important 
document  of  Indian  oratory, 
is  published  here  in  its  entirety 
for  the  first  time  since  1893. 


By  looking  at  this  writing 
through  the  lens  of  the  best 
theoretical  work  on  nationality, 
postcoloniality,  and  the  subal¬ 
tern,  Walker  creates  a  new 
and  encompassing  picture 
of  the  relationship  between 
Native  Americans  and  whites. 
She  shows  that,  contrary  to 
previous  studies,  America  in 
the  nineteenth  century  was 
intercultural  in  significant  ways.

Nancy 
Glazener’s  focus  is  the  realist 
novel,  the  most  influential 
literary  form  of  the  nineteenth 
and  twentieth  centuries — a  form 
she  contends  was  only  made 
possible  by  changes  in  the  expec¬ 
tations  of  readers  about  pleasure 
and  literary  value.  By  tracing 


readers’  collaboration  in  the 
production  of  literary  forms, 
Reading  for  Realism  turns  nine¬ 
teenth-century  controversies 
about  the  realist,  romance,  and 
sentimental  novels  into  episodes 
in  the  history  of  readership.  It 
also  shows  how  works  of  fiction 
by  Rebecca  Harding  Davis, 
Henry  James,  Nathaniel 
Hawthorne,  and  others  partici¬ 
pated  in  the  debates  about 
literary  classification  and  reading 
that,  in  turn,  created  and  shaped 
their  audiences. 

Combining  reception  theory 
with  a  materialist  analysis  of  the 
social  formations  in  which  realist 
reading  practices  circulated, 
Glazener’s  study  reveals  the  elitist 
underpinnings  of  literary  realism. 
At  the  book’s  center  is  the 
Atlantic  group  of  magazines, 


whose  influence  was  part  of  the 
cultural  machinery  of  the 
Northeastern  urban  bourgeoisie 
and  crucial  to  the  development 
of  literary  realism  in  America. 
Glazener  shows  how  the  promo¬ 
tion  of  realism  by  this  group  of 
publications  also  meant  a  con¬ 
solidation  of  privilege — primar¬ 
ily  in  terms  of  class,  gender,  race, 
and  region — for  the  audience  it 
served.  Thus  American  realism, 
so  often  portrayed  as  a  quintes¬ 
sential^  populist  form,  actually 
served  to  enforce  existing  struc¬ 
tures  of  class  and  power. 

Grounded  in  archival  inves¬ 
tigation  and  demonstrating  a 
thorough  critical  and  theoretical 
sophistication,  Reading  for 
Realism  will  engage  readers  with 
interests  in  American  literature, 
particularly  nineteenth-century 
fiction,  literary  theory,  and 
gender  and  class  studies.

Loose  Ends: 

Closure  and  Crisis  in  the 
American  Social  Text 
Russell  Reising 

In  this  study  of  American 
cultural  production  from  the 
colonial  era  to  the  present, 
Russell  Reising  takes  up  the  loose 
ends  of  popular  American  narra¬ 
tives  to  craft  a  new  theory  of 
narrative  closure.  In  the  range 
of  works  examined  here — from 
Phillis  Wheatley’s  poetry  to 
Herman  Melville’s  Israel  Potter , 
from  Henry  James’s  “The  Jolly 
Corner”  to  the  Disney  Studio’s 
Dumbo — Reising  finds  endings 
that  violate  all  existing  theories 
of  closure  and  narratives  that 
expose  the  the  often  unarticulated 
issues  that  inspired  these  texts. 

Reising  suggests  that  these 
“non-endings”  entirely  refocus 
the  narrative  structures  they 
appear  to  conclude,  accentuate 
the  narrative  stresses  and  ideo¬ 
logical  fissures  that  the  texts 
seem  to  suppress,  and  reveal 
“shadow  narratives”  that  trail 
alongside  the  dominant  story 
line.  He  argues  that  unless  the 
reader  notices  the  ruptures  in 
the  closing  moments  of  these 
works,  the  social  and  historical 
moments  in  which  the  narrative 
and  the  reader  are  embedded 
will  be  missed.  This  reading  not 
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only  offers  new  interpretive 
possibilities,  but  also  uncovers 
startling  affinities  between  the 
poetry  of  Phillis  Wheatley  and 
the  fiction  of  Henry  James, 
between  Charles  Brockden 
Brown’s  Wieland  and  Melville’s 
least-studied  novel,  and  between 
Emily  Dickinson’s  poem  “I 
Started  Early — Took  My  Dog” 
and  Disney’s  animated  classic. 

Pursuing  the  implications  of 
these  failed  moments  of  closure, 
Reising  elaborates  on  topics 
ranging  from  the  roots  of 
domestic  violence  and  mass 
murder  in  early  American  reli¬ 
gious  texts  to  the  pornographic 
imperative  of  mid-century 
nature  writing,  and  from  James’s 
“descent”  into  naturalist  and 
feminist  fiction  to  Dumbo’s 
explosive  projection  of  commer¬ 
cial,  racial,  and  political  agendas 
for  postwar  U.  S.  culture. 

General  readers  interested  in 
American  literature  as  well  as 
students  of  literary  theory  will 
find  Loose  Ends  enlightening 
and  provocative.

In  Telling  Complexions 
Mary  Ann  O’Farrell  explores  the 
frequent  use  of  “the  blush”  in 
Victorian  novels  as  a  sign  of 
characters’  inner  emotions  and 
desires.  Through  lively  and  tex¬ 
tured  readings  of  works  by  such 
writers  as  Jane  Austen,  Elizabeth 
Gaskell,  Charles  Dickens,  and 
Henry  James,  O’Farrell  illumi¬ 
nates  literature’s  relation  to  the 
body  and  the  body’s  place  in 
culture.  In  the  process,  she  plots 
a  trajectory  for  the  nineteenth- 
century  novel’s  shift  from  the 
practices  of  manners  to  the 
mode  of  self-consciousness. 


Although  the  blush  was  used 
to  tell  the  truth  of  character  and 
body,  O’Farrell  shows  how  it  is 
actually  undermined  as  a  stable 
indicator  of  character  in  novels 
such  as  Pride  and  Prejudice, 
Persuasion,  North  and  South, 
and  David  Copperfield.  She 
reveals  how  the  writers  of  these 
and  other  books  then  moved 
on  in  search  of  other  bodily  indi¬ 
cators  of  mortification  and 
desire,  among  them  the  swoon, 
the  scar,  and  the  blunder. 
Providing  unique  and  creative 
insights  into  the  constructedness 
of  the  body  and  its  semiotic 
play  in  literature  and  in  culture, 
Telling  Complexions  includes 
parallel  examples  of  the  blush 
in  contemporary  culture  and 
describes  ways  that  textualized 


bodies  are  sometimes  imagined 
to  resist  the  constraints  imposed 
by  such  construction. 

Tracing  the  legacy  of  the  blush 
as  a  problematic  sign  on  which 
contemporary  writers  continue 
to  rely.  Telling  Complexions 
will  interest  general  readers  of 
Victorian  literature  and  students 
and  scholars  engaged  in  literary 
and  cultural  theory. 

“As  brightly  as  the  blush  that 
is  its  subject,  this  new  study  of 
the  English  novel  blazons  an 
extraordinary  critical  talent: 
even  after  we  have  absorbed  her 
powerful  sense  that  the  skin  is

From  Two  Republics  to 
One  Divided  examines  Peru’s 
troubled  transition  from  colonial 
viceroyalty  to  postcolonial 
republic  from  the  local  perspec¬ 
tive  of  Andean  peasant  politics. 
Thurner’s  reading  of  the  Andean 
peasantry’s  engagement  and 
disengagement  with  the 
postcolonial  state  challenges 
long-standing  interpretations 
of  Peruvian  and  modern  Latin 
American  history  and  casts  a 
critical  eye  toward  Creole  and 
Eurocentric  ideas  about  citizen¬ 
ship  and  nationalism. 

Working  within  an  innovative 
and  panoramic  historical  and 
linguistic  framework,  Thurner 
examines  the  paradoxes  of  a 
resurgent  Andean  peasant 
republicanism  during  the 
mid-i8oos  and  provides  a  critical 
revision  of  the  meaning  of 
republican  Peru’s  bloodiest  peas¬ 
ant  insurgency,  the  Atusparia 
Uprising  of  1885.  Displacing 
ahistorical  and  nationalist 
readings  of  Inka  or  Andean 
continuity,  and  undermining 
the  long-held  notion  that  the 
colonial  legacy  is  the  dominant

nineteenth  century  transfigured, 
and  ultimately  reinvented,  the 
colonial  legacy  in  its  own  image. 

From  Two  Republics  to  One 
Divided  will  interest  students 
and  scholars  working  in  regional 
and  cultural  history,  colonial 
and  postcolonial  studies,  anthro¬ 
pology,  and  Andean  and  Latin 
American  studies.

Wandering  Peoples  is  a 
chronicle  of  cultural  resiliency, 
colonial  relations,  and  trespassed 
frontiers  in  the  borderlands 
of  a  changing  Spanish  empire. 
Focusing  on  the  native  subjects 
of  Sonora  in  Northwestern 
Mexico,  Cynthia  Radding 
explores  the  social  process  of 
peasant  class  formation 
and  the  cultural  persistence 
of  Indian  communities  during 
the  long  transitional  period 
between  Spanish  colonialism 
and  Mexican  national  rule. 
Throughout  this  anthropological 
history,  Radding  presents 
multi  layered  meanings  of  cul¬ 
ture,  community,  and  ecology, 
and  discusses  both  the  colonial 
policies  to  which  peasant 
communities  were  subjected 
and  the  responses  they  devel¬ 
oped  to  adapt  and  resist. 

Radding  describes  this 
colonial  mission  not  merely  as 
an  instance  of  Iberian  expansion, 
but  as  a  site  of  cultural  and 
political  confrontation.  This 
alternative  vision  of  colonialism 
emphasizes  the  economic  links 
between  mission  communities 
and  Spanish  mercantilist  poli¬ 
cies,  the  biological  consequences 
of  the  Spanish  policy  of  forced 
congregation ,  and  the  cultural 
and  ecological  displacements 
set  in  motion  by  the  practices  of 
discipline  and  surveillance 
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established  by  the  religious 
orders.  Addressing  wider  issues 
pertaining  to  ethnic  identities 
and  to  ecological  and  cultural 
borders,  Radding’s  analysis 
also  underscores  the  parallel 
production  of  colonial  and  sub¬ 
altern  texts  during  the  course 
of  a  150-year  struggle  for  power 
and  survival. 

This  study  represents  a 
significant  shift  in  the  historiog¬ 
raphy  of  Northwest  New  Spain 
and  opens  new  vistas  for  scholars 
working  on  the  American  West 
and  Southwest.  Wandering 
Peoples  will  be  welcomed  by 
students  and  scholars  in  the 
fields  of  Latin  American, 
subaltern,  postcolonial,  and 
borderland  studies.

The  enigma  of  Cuba’s 
resistance  to  the  collapse  of

The  essays  in  Formations 
of  Colonial  Modernity  in  East 
Asia  illustrate  how  valuable  the 
analytic  of  colonial  modernity 
is  to  the  rethinking  of  contem¬ 
porary  history.  Although  the 
modernity  of  non-European 
colonies  is  as  indisputable  as 
the  colonial  core  of  European 
modernity,  scholarship  on  the 
region  of  “East  Asia”  has  tried 
until  recently  to  view  colonial¬ 
ism  primarily  through  the  lens 
of  British  India,  and  has  not  fully 
registered  pervasive  discourses 
of  colonialism  and  modernity 
in  the  Asia  Pacific  region. 

Demonstrating  impatience 
with  social  science  models  of 
knowledge,  the  contributors 
show  that  binary  categories 
focused  on  during  the  Cold  War 
have  lost  their  centrality  in  the 
project  of  history  writing.

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“We  Ain’t  What  We

When  officials  of  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Justice  came 
in  1961  to  Panola  County  in  the 
Mississippi  delta,  they  found 
a  closed  society  in  which  race 
relations  had  not  altered 
significantly  since  Recon¬ 
struction.  Much  has  changed, 
however,  in  Mississippi  in  the 
past  three  decades,  as  Frederick 
M.  Wirt  demonstrates  in  “  We 
Ain’t  W'hat  We  Was,"  a  remark¬ 
able  look  inside  the  New  South. 
In  this  follow-up  to  his  highly 
praised  1970  study  of  Panola 
County,  The  Politics  of  Southern 
Equality,  Wirt  shows  how 
the  implementation  of  civil 
rights  law  over  the  past  quarter- 
century  has  altered  racial  reality 
that  in  turn  altered  white 
perceptions,  and  thus  behavior 
and  attitudes  in  a  section  of 
the  country  where  segregation 
and  prejudice  had  been  most 
thoroughly  entrenched. 


Wirt  uses  multiple  indicators — 
interviews  with  leaders,  attitude 
tests  of  children,  content  analysis 
of  newspapers,  school  records, 
and  voting  and  job  data — to 
record  what  has  changed  in 
the  deep  south  as  a  result  of  the 
60s  revolution  in  civil  rights. 
Although  racism  continues  to 
exist  in  Panola,  Wirt  maintains 
that  the  current  generation  of 
southerners  is  sharply  distin¬ 
guished  from  its  predecessors, 
and  he  effectively  documents  the 
transformations  in  individuals 
and  institutions.  In  a  time  of 
increasing  popular  challenges 
to  the  use  of  law  in  support  of 
civil  liberties,  or  the  place  of 
the  federal  government  to  effect 
necessary  social  change,  this 
book  testifies  to  the  great 
changes,  both  public  and  per¬ 
sonal,  that  were  brought  about 
by  the  strong  implementation 
of  civil  rights  law  over  thirty 
years  ago. 
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This  study  shows  that  adaptation 
to  change  was  not  overnight, 
not  final,  but  gradual  and  always 
persistent.

Stepping  Left  simultaneously 
unveils  the  radical  roots  of 
modern  dance  and  recalls  the 
excitement  and  energy  of  New 
York  City  in  the  1930s.  Ellen

During  Louisiana’s  Spanish 
colonial  period,  economic, 
political,  and  military  conditions 
combined  with  local  cultural 
and  legal  traditions  to  favor  the 
growth  and  development  of  a 
substantial  group  of  free  blacks. 
In  Bounded  Lives,  Bounded 
Places,  Kimberly  S.  Hanger 
explores  the  origin  of  antebellum 
New  Orleans’  large,  influential, 
and  propertied  free  black — or 
libre — population,  one  that 
was  unique  in  the  South.  Hanger 
examines  the  issues  libres  con¬ 
fronted  as  they  individually 
and  collectively  contested  their 
ambiguous  status  in  a  complexly 
stratified  society. 

Drawing  on  rare  archives  in 
Louisiana  and  Spain,  Hanger 
reconstructs  the  world  of  late- 
eighteenth-century  New  Orleans 
from  the  perspective  of  its  free 
black  residents,  and  documents 
the  common  experiences  and 
enterprises  that  helped  solidity 
libres  sense  of  group  identity. 
Over  the  course  of  three  and  a 
half  decades  of  Spanish  rule,  free 
people  of  African  descent  in 
New  Orleans  made  their  greatest 
advances  in  terms  of  legal  rights 
and  privileges,  demographic 
expansion,  vocational  responsi¬ 
bilities,  and  social  standing. 
Although  not  all  blacks  in 
Spanish  New  Orleans  yearned 
for  expanded  opportunity. 
Hanger  shows  that  those  who 
did  were  more  likely  to  succeed 
under  Spain’s  dominion  than 
under  the  governance  of  France, 
Great  Britain,  or  the  United 
States. 


The  advent  of  U.S.  rule  brought 
restrictions  to  both  manumis¬ 
sion  and  free  black  activities  in 
New  Orleans.  Nonetheless,  the 
colonial  libre  population  became 
the  foundation  for  the  city’s 
prosperous  and  much  acclaimed 
Creoles  of  Color  during  the 
antebellum  era.
